Edison First 
Here To Use 
Atomic Power

Southern California Edison 
company will be the first utility 
in California 1o produce elec­ 
tricity from atomic energy.

The Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion lias authorized Atomics In­ 
ternational, a division of North 
American Aviation, and the Edi­ 
son company to negotiate a con 
tract in connection with the 
Atomics International experi­ 
mental reactor near Santa 
Susana. With this authori/.a- 
tion the Edison company can 
proceed with its plans for in­ 
stallation and operation of gen­ 
erating equipment there which 
wHl produce electrical energy 
from the heat developed by the 
reactor.

The company's investment in 
the nuclear installation will be 
slightly more than $1,000,000. 
James F. Davenport, Edison 
vice-president and general man­ 
ager, said that the company will 
gladly share the information 
and experience it derives from 
building and operating the sta­ 
tion with others cooperating 
with the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission and North American 
Aviation.

To the extent permitted by 
the commission, a reasonable 
number of representatives of 
other public and privately 
owned utilities will be allowed 
access to the station to obtain 
information on engineering fea 
tures and data an»I to observe 
operating and maintenance 
phases of the project.

Davenport said that the com 
pany probably will be feeding 
electricity from this pioneer 
nuclear electric plant into its 
lines for commercial use in the 
Santa Susana area some time 
during the summer of 1950.

It will take Edison engineer? 
about six months to install the 
generating facilities and have 
them ready for trial operation 
The company already has avail 
able substation and transmis 
sion facilities at the site.

The Edison nuclear electric 
plant will be operated as a re 
search and development project 
It will supply only a fraction o 
1 per cent of the company's 
total system requirements, Dav

hock and 
vards.

Then too, as the bulbs die down 
the violas will help to hide the 
unsightly foliage of the bulbs 
and afford ample color for 
months to come.

Electrical power developed at 

the station will be interruptihlc 
due to priority research work 
with the reactor. Although rela 
tively insignificant in quantity 
and higher in production cost, 
the electricity will be distributed 
to customers at regular filed 
rates.

While not important as a 
major source of electrical en­ 
ergy, the project will be of 
greater value in gaining experi 
ence with nuclear reactors as a 
new energy source. These new 
Edison facilities will be oper­ 
ated as an experimental station 
with research and development 
work being carried on under 
the supervision of Edison en­ 
gineers. Mr. Davenport pointed 
out that this pilot installation 
will be of great assistance in dc 
termining the technical and eco- 
nomicahfeasibility of construct 
ing, at a later date, full-si/c 
nuclear installations havirfg tin- 
output of modern conventional 
power plants which use oil 01 
gas as fuels.
